This  report  gives  the  status  as  of 
August  1, 1988  of  22  deferrals  contained 


in  the  four  special  messages  of  FY  1988. 
There  have  been  no  rescissions 
proposed.  These  messages  were 
transmitted  to  the  Congress  on  October 
1  and  29, 1987,  February  19,  and  July  29, 
1988. 

Rescissions  (Table  A  and  Attachment 
A) 

As  of  August  1, 1988,  there  were  no 
rescission  proposals  pending  before  the 
Congress. 

Deferrals  (Table  B  and  Attachment  B) 

As  of  August  1, 1988,  $5,149.9  million 
in  budget  authority  was  being  deferred 
from  obligation.  Attachment  B  shows 
the  history  and  status  of  each  deferral 
reported  during  FY  1988.
